At approximately 1315 hours, East Los Angeles 
Station deputies were dispatched to ES South 
Margaret Avenue, the location of an assault with a 
deadly weapon just occurred incident, tag # 197. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEES STATEMENTS 


Deputy Steven Velasquez was working ELA unit 28T1, Days, when he heard the 
245 J/O call m Margaret Avenue. He told Homicide Investigators that he heard 
that the handling unit had an extended response time and he was close to the location, 
so heresponded. He heard Deputy Caro advise that she had arrived on Margaret and 
that she was waiting for an assisting unit. Deputy Velasquez said that he was the first 
assisting unitto arrive in the area when he saw several people, whom he characterized 
as “ out of control,” running northbound toward Sadler Avenue. He said that he 
stopped his radio car and asked these people if they knew who and where the person 
with the knife was. The only answer that they told him was, * He's in the house. He's 
in the house," to which he asked which house, but got no answer. 


Deputy Velasquez said that he proceeded to Deputy Caro' s location К ТО 
and he noticed a male, later identified as Victim bleeding from a wound to his 
left bicep. Deputy Velasquez said that he asked Victim where the person with 
the knife was "Mom him, * He's in the house, don't hurt him." A 
female suddenly approached them, repeated this statement but did not answer which 
house the person was in and drove away northbound in a small white car. Deputy 
Velasquez said that Deputy Dilisio arrived а эзе as the female drove away 
and he told Deputy Dilisio to stop the white car. Soon after that, the handling unit, 
Deputy Flores, arrived on Margaret and Deputy Velasquez said that he decided to 
back-up Deputy Dilisio on the traffic stop of the white car, so he left. 


SH # 2013164 2 INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 


Deputy Velasquez said that he caught up to Deputy Dilisio and observed several 
people “ acting hysterical” and running around the front of the apartment complex at 
ВИННИ Via Campo and Sadler Avenue. Deputy Velasquez said that 
heard Deputy Dilisio asking the people the whereabouts of the suspect and Velasquez 
said as he exited his radio car, he removed his duty weapon from his holster and held 
it down on the side of his leg. 


Deputy Velasquez said that he also attempted several times to ask the people in front 
of the location the whereabouts of the suspect and a female finally said, “ He’s in 
there” as she pointed at the apartment complex. Deputy Velasquez said that he 
notified Deputies Caro and Flores on the radio that the suspect was probably at his 
location and to respond there. Deputies Caro and Flores arrived moments later 
followed by the group of people that he had seen and spoken with earlier on Margaret 
Avenue. Deputy Velasquez said that people were running around the location and 
saying, “ Don’t hurt him, please don’t hurt him.” 


At this point, Deputy Velasquez said that deputy personnel still did not know where 
the suspect was located within the apartment complex and continued their attempts 
to identify the exact apartment. Deputy Velasquez said that he was standing on the 
sidewalk in front of the location with Deputy Dilisio standing off to his right and 
Deputies Caro and Flores stood several feet south of them. Deputy Velasquez said 
that he saw a male, later identified as Victim | walking out of 
the complex. Deputy Velasquez said that he yelled out, “Is that him? Is that him?” 
He said someone from the crowd shouted out that it was not “him” and then almost 
immediately after that someone shouted, “ There he is!” Deputy Velasquez said that 
he turned to his left, toward the apartment complex, and saw the suspect who was 
looking directly at him and running or what he further described as “charging” toward 
him. He continued by saying that he saw the suspect’s right hand holding a knife and 
had it raised above his right shoulder. (Exhibit ‘C’) 


Deputy Velasquez said that the suspect was approximately ten to twelve feet away 
from him when he quickly took a few steps backwards in order to gain some distance 
on the rapidly approaching suspect. Deputy Velasquez said that the suspect was 
closing the distance between them and he feared that the suspect could use the edged 
weapon on him. 


SH # 2013164 3 INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 


IAB Note: There are two knives that were involved in this 
incident. The first knife was allegedly used by the suspect to 
attack m К south Margaret Avenue (Exhibit D-2) 
and then dropped in the gutter south ofthe shooting location by 
the suspect before he ran to Victim| s apartment. While 
the suspect was in Victim S apartment, the suspect 
apparently retrieved the second knife from her kitchen just before 
running out of the apartment and attacking deputy personnel 
(Exhibit ‘C’). 


Deputy Velasquez said that he was unable to retreat quickly enough so he fired, what 
he recalled, six rounds from his duty weapon; he said that he heard other shots being 
fired at the same time. Deputy Velasquez said that the suspect stopped his aggressive 
forward movement and fell to the ground approximately one foot in front of him 
which is where, he said, he was standing prior to taking those steps backwards. 
Deputy Velasquez said that he approached the suspect and could not see the weapon 
so he pulled on the suspect's pant leg, straightened it out and discovered the knife 
(Exhibit *D-2) on the sidewalk beneath the suspect’s left hand. Deputy Velasquez 
said that he picked up the knife ( Exhibit D-2) and threw it behind him in order to get 
it away from the suspect’s grasp. Deputy Velasquez said that he considered 
handcuffing the suspect, but he said he decided against it because the suspect was not 
moving at that point and the crowd had become hostile with several people yelling, 
“You didn't have to shoot him!” 


Deputy Velasquez said that he heard a radio broadcast of someone notifying SCC 
that there had been a deputy involved shooting and requesting additional units to the 
scene. He said that he assisted in scene management until transported to the station 
to be interviewed. 


An examination of Deputy Velasquez's duty weapon found it to contain one live 
round in the chamber and nine live rounds in the magazine for a total of ten live 
rounds in the weapon. Deputy Velasquez told Homicide investigators that he carried 
his duty weapon with one live round in the chamber and a fully loaded magazine ( 15 
rounds) for a total of sixteen rounds.

Deputy Manuel Garza was assigned to ELA unit 22, Days, and stated substantially 
the same to Homicide Investigators as Deputy Velasquez. Deputy Garza added that 
prior to his arrival, he heard that the parties involved in the call had moved from 
Margaret Avenue to the location at Via Campo and Sadler. He said that he believed 
that he was the last unit to arrive because he saw several radio cars already parked at 
the location and other deputy personnel standing on the sidewalk in front of the 
apartment complex. He said that he noticed that Deputy Velasquez was standing at 
the edge of the front lawn just north of where other deputies were talking with a 
group of people. As he exited his radio car, he began to walk toward the deputies 
who were talking with the group of people when he heard someone yelling and then 
saw the suspect running at Deputy Velasquez out from the apartment complex 
holding a knife in his right hand above his head and was charging. Deputy Garza 
went on to say that he heard Deputy Velasquez yelling something but could not make 
out what he was saying and to whom he was saying it to. Deputy Garza said that the 
suspect charged Velasquez and got within “15 feet" of Velasquez who reacted to the 
charging suspect by taking a step backwards. Garza said that he feared for Deputy 
Velasquez's safety so he fired, in his recollection, three rounds at the suspect. He 
said that he heard additional gunfire and saw the suspect fall to the ground. 


Deputy Garza said that he then approached the suspect, recovered the knife ( Exhibit 
D-2) and secured it in the trunk of his radio car. He said that he assisted in 
maintaining the scene until he was transported to the station for interview purposes. 


An examination of Deputy Garza's duty weapon found it to contain one live round 
in the chamber and twelve live rounds in the magazine for a total of thirteen live 
rounds in the weapon. Deputy Garza told Homicide investigators that he carried his 
duty weapon with one live round in the chamber and a fully loaded magazine ( 15 
rounds) for a total of sixteen rounds.

Deputy Joel Flores was assigned the handle on the initial call for service as ELA unit 
21A, Days, and stated substantially the same to Homicide Investigators as Deputy 
Velasquez. He added that he was south of where several deputies were standing when 
he saw the suspect run from the stairwell in the courtyard ofthe location. He stated 
that the suspect was holding a large knife in his right hand with his elbow bent and 
appeared to have a “crazed look on his face." He continued by saying that the

suspect made a “beeline for Deputy Velasquez.” Deputy Flores said that he was 
approximately thirty feet from the suspect when he believed that the suspect was

Deputy Joseph Dilisio was working ELA Station's Community Oriented Policing 
Team, unit 20E, at the time of this incident. He told Homicide Investigators 
substantially the same as Deputy Velasquez and added that he responded to the call 
on Margaret Avenue. When he arrived, he said that Deputy Velasquez told him to 
stop a vehicle that had just left from there and Deputy Caro also told him that one of 
the persons in the car was a witness to the 245 J/O. He said that he followed the 
vehicle which had stopped in front ofthe location and he then contacted a female that 
had exited the car. He said that Deputy Velasquez arrived at this point and he saw him 
talking with other people that were standing in front ofthe location. Deputy Dilisio 
said at first, he and Deputy Velasquez were unable to get enough to understand what 
was going on, but a woman who identified herself as the suspect’ sll finally spoke 
with him. He said that she appeared to be highly agitated and she told him “he’s 
sick” (probably referring to the suspect). When he asked the female if the suspect was 
under the influence of any drugs, she told him that she did not know and then said 
that the suspect was inside the apartment complex. 


Deputy Dilisio stated that he was standing on the grass near a palm tree in front of the 
apartment and he saw Deputy Velasquez standing approximately ten feet to his left 
when a male, later identified as -— | walked out from the 
apartment complex. He said that he heard Deputy Velasquez ask a female that was 
standing next to him if that was "him" [suspect] and she told him that it was not the 
suspect.

Deputy Dilisio said that approximately ten to fifteen seconds passed when another 
male came out of the apartment complex in a “full run” directly toward him. He said 
that he saw the suspect holding a ten to twelve inch knife in his right hand and above 
his shoulder with the tip of the knife pointing toward him. As quickly as the suspect 
came running out, the suspect turned his attention toward Deputy Velasquez and 
started to run toward him. Deputy Dilisio said, * I saw his [suspect] eyes focus on 
Deputy Velasquez ." Deputy Dilisio said that he then saw Deputy Velasquez step 
backwards and heard him yell, *Stop! Stop!" 


Deputy Dilisio said that the suspect continued to run on the grassy area toward 
Deputy Velasquez and got within ten to twelve feet from Deputy Velasquez and he 
felt that it was the suspect's intention to kill Deputy Velasquez. Deputy Dilisio said 
that he drew his duty weapon and recalls firing three to four rounds at the suspect, 
while simultaneously hearing other gunshots. Deputy Dilisio said that the suspect 
fell forward after being shot and landed approximately where Deputy Velasquez 
would have been standing had he not stepped backwards. 


He said that he and Deputy Velasquez approached the suspect who was still moving 
and he saw Deputy Velasquez take a hold of the suspect's leg and turn him over. It 
was then, Deputy Dilisio said, that he saw the knife ( Exhibit ‘D-2') that the suspect 
used in the attack on Deputy Velasquez on the sidewalk near the suspect's upper 
torso.

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When Homicide Detectives, Marsh and Looney interviewed] they noticed 
that the victim had sustained an injury to his upper left chest area, a puncture wound 
to the back of his left arm and an abrasion to the left armpit area.

She said that when she learned that the suspect had been using the drug, PCP, 
since age thirteen, she attempted to end ne i but the suspect did not 
accept her decision and began stalking her. Based on several complaints that she 
made, he was convicted of stalking and committed to state prison for eighteen 
months. When the suspect was released in April of 2000, she said that the suspect got 
a job and "everything was fine" so they began 7 IE She said that 
approximately two weeks prior to this shooting, the suspect went to her apartment 
when he was drunk and, almost on a daily basis, called her residence twenty to 
twenty-five times a day. She said that she told the suspect that she wanted to end the 
Pos and ifhe came to her apartment again she would call the police and һауе 
him violated on his parole. She told investigators that she even called the suspect's 
EB who allegedly told her that she too could not handle the suspect and that he 
needed to be placed in a drug and alcohol rehabilitation program. After that, the 
suspect stopped going to her apartment but continued to call her numerous times each 
day. When she did answer the phone and speak with the suspect, she could tell that 
he was “high” and in an “altered state." 


Victim M sai that during the two days prior to this shooting, the suspect “got 
worse” and she had to stop answering the telephone because she did not want to talk 
with him; in fact, the suspect called so many times that the victim’s digital answering 
machine could not hold anymore messages because the suspect called and said such 
things as “I’m going to come over today and nobody is going to stop me,” and that 
he was going to go to her apartment the same way he used to, referring to his past 
aggressive behavior (described by Vico as incessantly banging on her 
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door, ringing the doorbell and banging on her windows.) 


On the day of this deputy involved shooting, Victim Ite met] said that at 
approximately 1330 hours, she was in her bedroom getting ready to go to a barbeque 
when she heard the dining room window fan fall to the floor and then heard someone 
talking. She said that she believed that Һе Witnes was locked out 
of the apartment and he was attempting to get back in. When she opened her 
bedroom door, she said that she saw the suspect breaking into her apartment by 
forcing his way through the dining room window. She said that she asked the suspect 
what he was doing and the suspect stated, as he made his way through the window 
and into the apartment, “ J just stabbed тш. stabbed him for raping 
you...I'msorry I wasn't there to help you, but I'm here now.”

She 
said, * He was messed up. His face looked terrible, like he hadn't slept in days, 
he was very gaunt, his eyes were beady, looking back and forth, his lips were 
cracked and chapped. He looked very unkempt and not himself. He looked 
awful" When the Victim told the suspect to sit down, she said that he forcibly 
grabbed her and moved her toward the dining room. He then left her in the dining 
room, walked into her bedroom and then returned to the dining room and sat down. 


Whenthe Victim walked near him, he suddenly grabbed her pants, unbuckled her belt 
and pulled on the waistband with enough force to pop open the waist button and 
unzip the zipper. The suspect told her that he wanted to have sex with her and as she 
balked at that, she told him that she needed to get a sweater. The Victim said that she 
was afraid to run out of the location because she was afraid that she was not fast 
enough to do so without the suspect catching her.

Deputy Caro said that she advised assisting deputies of the updated information and 
then drove to the location. When she arrived, she saw what appeared to be several 
members of the suspect's family, yelling and screaming at the deputies, * Please 
don't hurt him, he's crazy." She said that other deputies at the scene were attempting 
to find out which apartment Victim ШЕ ес in but they were uncooperative.

Deputy Caro observed Deputy Velasquez standing on the sidewalk at те | 
of Via Campo and Sadler Avenue near the stop sign. She saw Dilisio and 
Garza standing in the same area as Velasquez while she and Deputy Flores stood on 
the grass area south of Velasquez, Dilisio and Garza. She described the deputy 
personnel to be standing almost in a line north to south in front of the location. 


She said that she saw a male, dressed in clothes similar to what was described in the 
call, walking out from the apartment complex and heard fellow deputies yelling, “ Is 
that him?" and then family members tell deputies that it was not him. Deputy Caro 
said that seconds later she saw a male (later identified as the suspect) running across 
the courtyard of the location toward Deputy Velasquez. She said that she saw the 
suspect holding a knife above his head in his right hand. She went on to say that she 
removed her duty weapon from her holster and was about to fire it at the suspect but 
Deputy Flores stood in her line of fire. She heard Deputy Flores fire two to three 
rounds, heard other gunshots and then saw the suspect fall to the ground near Deputy 
Velasquez. She said that paramedics were then called to the scene by Sergeant Wall. 
Deputy Caro added that it took about fifteen to twenty minutes to control the 
members of the suspect's family who interfered with paramedics rendering first aid.

Sergeant Keith Wall was assigned as ELA unit 20S, PM's, and told Homicide 
Investigators that he responded to the 245 J/O call on Margaret. Sergeant Wall said 
that he was flagged down before arriving on Margaret Avenue by an unidentified 
female on Beverly Boulevard. He said that she asked him if he was looking for 
someone with a knife because she saw a male running northbound on Margaret from 
Beverly Boulevard holding a knife. Sergeant Wall said that he then heard radio 
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traffic stating the suspect had moved from Margaret Avenue to Via Campo and 
Sadler, so he proceeded to the location. Sergeant Wall said the next thing he heard 
on the radio was Deputy Garza requesting paramedics, an ambulance and a field 
sergeant to respond to the location. He said that once he was on-scene, he was 
advised that a deputy involved shooting had occurred so he assumed command ofthe 
scene and ultimately arranged to have the deputies who shot to be transported to the 
station.

А canvassing for witnesses of the neighborhood surrounding the location was done 
by ELA personnel. Most ofthe people that were contacted stated that they either were 
not at home at the time of the incident or said that they heard some shots or sounds 
that resembled firecrackers but did not look out to see what it was (Refer to Exhibit 
“А” pages 22 - 28). Those residents that did see something relating to this incident 
are documented below.

SUSPECT'S STATEMENTS 


According to deputy personnel and witnesses the suspect did not make any 
statements during the attack on the deputy personnel. 


INJURIE 


Suspect deceased. Pronounced dead at 1424 hours. 


The following injuries were taken from the Department of Coroner Autopsy Report. 
The suspect was struck by seven (7) rounds fired by deputy personnel; however, three 
were described as being fatal. ( Exhibit “А” pages 111-118) 


Gunshot wound £1 - non-fatal superficial wound to the left breast. 


Gunshot wound 42 - fatal penetrating wound to the chest wall causing a 
complete collapse of the left lung. 

Gunshot wound 43 - fatal penetrating wound to the left chest wall causing 
massive injury to the left lung and trauma to the 
upper spinal cord. 

Gunshot wound #4 - fatal penetrating wound to the left buttock area causing 
a perforating fracture of the left pelvic bone 
and perforation of the stomach liver and right lung. 


Gunshot wound £5 - non-fatal perforating wound to the left upper arm. 


Gunshot wound #6 - non-fatal perforating wound to the right wrist. 
Gunshot wound #7 - non-fatal perforating wound to the left wrist. 
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The Coroner's toxicology report indicates a "negative" reading for alcohol and "Not 
Detected” for drugs or narcotics іп the Suspect's blood and cavity sample obtained 
during the autopsy.
